THE TIXNTSIN TRAGEDY.

Fuller Details. 

The China Times (Tiontsin) of the 10th 
inat, publishes tho following: details of the 
recent tragedy at Tiontsin :— 

A deplorable affair fesulting unfortunate- 
ly in the doath ‘of two German and four 
Indian soldiers, and in injury to others, 
took place in Tientsin yesterday afternoon, 

An Afridi, of the 4th Panjab Infantry, 
who had a quarrel with, another man of his 
regiment, had ben on guatd, and on Tis 
being relieved, shot his enemy dead. Los- 
ing his senses, he shot and killed onother 
man of the P.I. ‘ He woundeda third man, 
and next fired at the -jemador adjutant of 
hia regiment, but missed. , 

It was late in the afternoon, and bad 
grown dusk. ‘The murdeyar-boltod, enter: 
ing the German ‘extra concession. The 
Indian Guard had given pursuit, but part 
of them stepped, six or seven continuing 
the pursuit. A German, Guard also turn~ 
ed ont, and the fugitive fired on’ them kill: 
ing two and wounding « thirt, 

In the darkness, and owing to the inipos- 
sibility of the- Indians making, themselves 
understood, the Germans mistook the situ- 
ation, end. after shooting the murderer 
opened. fixe on the Indian guard, killing 
one oF two of the PAL wen, ind wounding. 
three others. : : : 

Alter a good deal of firing and confusion, 
order was restored, and the wounded men 
were picked up. : 

Deep regret is felt on ‘all sides at this 
extraordinary and disastrous outcome of a 
madman’s freak, Although jt seems re- 
markable that the German guard shonld 
open tiro‘on the Indian Guard, the dark- 
ness’ of the evening and the excitement 
over the murder of their men doubtless ex: 
plain,.tho blender. British officers, and 
native Indian officers as well, deeply regret 
that Germans should Have fallen victims to 
the madman’s rifle, and fecl this more 
keenly than loss of life on the part of their 
own men. Tho German and Indian troops 
have never had any disagrcement and have 
always been on amicable terms when they 
have come into contact. eck

THE STEAMER ‘(TANGLIN. 

The Sydney Afait gives some interésting 
details about the 2000 ton N. D. Ti. steamer 
Tanglin, which recently arrived at Sydney 
burging Borneo petrolenin in place'of coal. 
The oil is pumped out: the ‘oil bunkers, 
wiich are. alongside the-Hoiler, and after 
passing through the smoke-box, vis heated 
by means of a steam-heater;: wiich. ensures 
cumplete combustioa. ‘It. js léd into the 
furnaces a ee pipes it a pressure .of 
1b01b. to the square inch, being driven on 
ta the furnace through holes in nozzles little 
bigger than an ordinary pin. lt ia driven 
on to the fire-bricks, and hitting the bricks, 
it sproada out and ‘makes a Inrge flame. 
The flow of ofl in the furnaces can be re- 
gulated from outside. The air is supplied 
tu. the furnace by means of a rotating fan, 
the epocd of which is regulated according 
to tho draught required. Thaconsuniption 
of oil fuel is about 18 tons per day. requir- 
ing only one man to look after the three 


furnsces.. The temporsture af tho stoke: 
hole, even in tho tropics” has.never tisev 
beyond 90 degrees. The striking feature 
of the whole is the absolute cleanliness of 
tho stukehole, Tt looks as if it bad never 
been used—paint all clean: ‘When ceul 
was used in the sate steamer 22 tuns-per 
day were used, requiring four firemen and
